Closing Scenes in the Great 
Cronin Trial. 


The Final Argument Made by tho 
State’s Attorney. 


The Judge Charges Strongly in Favor 
of the Defendants. 


The Case Given to the Jury—No 
Verdict After Nine Hours’ De- 
liberation—Locked Up for 
the Night. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

CHicaGco, Dec. 13.—{[By the Associated 
Press.] On account of the iliness of Mills, 
the State’s Attorney, Judge Longenecker, 
was obliged to make the closing address to 
the jury in the Cronin case. He began by re- 
pelling the charge of the prosecution that 
the Cronin section of the Cian-na-(iael had 
suborned a large amount of perjured test! 
mony against the accused. Iie said most 
of the Clan-na-Gael evidence was by mem- 
bers of the “triangie’’ camps. Ho then 
took up, and dwelt at length on, the evi- 
dence against Beggs. 

On the reassembling of the court in the 
afternoon, Judge Longenecker continued 
his reply to Forest’s argument, and then 
madea rapid running sketch of the evi- 
dence of the leading witnesses, and the cir- 
cumstances under which it was given, by 
way of reply to Forest’s charge that there 
was a conspiracy to convict the defendants. 
In closing, he said: “Remember that we 
are — that this evidence is so 
overwhelming that you, as honest men, un- 
der your oaths, cannot resist this volume of 
proof, that mustconvince you, as sensible 
men, beyond a reasonable doubt, that all 
five of these men are guilty of this crime.” 

THE JUDGE'S CHARGE. 

Judge McConnell then delivered Ms 
charge to the jury, saying, in part: The 
manner or cause of the death which is al- 
leged in the indictment isan essential ele- 
ment of the charge against the defendants, 
and the law requires the prosecution to es- 
tablish that averment to your satisfaction 
beyond reasonable doubt, as it is laid in 
the indictment, before a conviction can 
lawfully be had. But whether or not the 
murder or cause of death was as laid in the 
indictment may be established by circum- 
stantial evidence, justas any other fact es- 
sential to conviction may be. Circumstan- 
tial evidence in criminal cases is proof of 
such facts and circumstances connected 
with or surrounding the commission of the 
crime charged as tend to show the guilt 
or innocence of the party charged, and if 
these facts and circumstances are suflicient 
to satisty the jury of the guilt of the de- 
fendants beyond a reasonable doabt, then 
such evidence is sufficient to authorizs the 
jury in finding the defendants guilty. It 
is the duty of the jury enter upon the 
consideration of each nistance proven, 
having in their minds the presumption 
that the defendants and each ot

It is not sufficient for the jury 
to find that a resolution was adopted for the 
appointment of a secret committee in Camp 
25 on February Sth, but it must further ap- 
to your satisfaction, beyond all rea- 
sonable doubt, that such committee was in 
fact appoiated by the defendant Leggs, and 
that slich appointment was in pursuance 
or in furtherance of s conspiracy 
to commit the crime set out in the indict- 
ment, and you must further be satisfied be- 
yond all reasonable doubt that the defend- 
ant Beggs had knowledge of the purpose 
for which said committee was asked, or if 
appointed, assented to its purpose subse- 
quently, or you will not be justified in find- 
ing a participation in such conspiracy on 
the part of thedefendant Beggs by reason 
of the facts herein stated. ‘That the defend- 
ant Beggs was a member of the United 
Brotherhood and presiding officer of Camp 
20 are not circumstances, standing alone, 
tending to establish his guilt of the crime 


charged in the indictment, as there 
is no evidence in the ease that 
any overt act was committed by 


defendant Beggs in the commission of the 
alleged murder charged in the indietment. 
‘Therefore, unless it is established that a 
conspiracy was entered into to commit the 
murder charged in said indictment, to which 
couspiracy said Beggs was a party, he 
should be acquitted. The testimony of 
verbal admissions, statements and conver- 
sations oucht to be taken by you with great 
caution, because that sort of testimony is 
subject to much imperfections and mis- 
takes. Although you may believe that the

20, on May 10th, remarked in substance tha

unless you are first convinced, beyond every 
reasonable doubt from the evidence, that 
such defendant was also a member of 
such conspiracy to murder Dr. Cronin. 
if the jury believe, from the evidenee, 
beyond a reasonable doubt, that the defend- 
ants, or any of them, conspired and agreed 
together, or with others, to kill and murder 
Patrick Henry Cronin, and that in pursu- 
ance and furtherance of that commun de- 
sign, and by a member or members of such 
conspiracy, said Patrick Henry Cronin was

ants, if any, who the jury believes from the

clothes, were taken to the jury-rooim for in- 
spection. 

At4:55 p.m. the court adjourned until 8 
o'clock. At the latter hour a large crowd 
was in waiting, but the jury was not ready, 
and Judge McConnell announced that he 
would return again at 10 o’clock to see if 
the jury had any communication to make. 

At ll o’clock no word having been re- 
ceived from the jury, Judge McConnell 
announced that the court would adjourn 
until 10 o’clock tomorrow morning to give 
the jurors further time for deliberation.

Negotiations With the Cherokees at 
an End, 

KANSAS Dec. 13.—[By the Associ- 
ated l'tress.] The Journal’s ‘Tahlequah 
(I. T.) special says: The United States 
Commission has failed to negotiate with 
the Cherokees for the sale of the Cherokee 
outlet, and will leave for Washington to- 
morrow. ‘lhe committee appointed by the 
Cherokees met the commission on Monday 
and asked the latter to request the Govern- 
ment to treat with the Indians under the 
section of the law which allows them to 
offer more than $1.25 per acre for the land. 
Several trivial questions were also asked. 


‘The stenographer of the commission was 
present at the interview. Wen the report 
was transcribed the commissioners replied 
that the questions were trivial and did not 
deserve an answer. The indians replied 
that the stenographic report of the inter- 
view was incorrect and had been falsified 
by the stenographer. The commission 
made answer that the charge was a delib- 
erate falsehood, and notified the Indians 


that all negotiations were at an end as far 


as the present commission is concerned. 

A personal note was sent to each member 
of the Indian Committee charging each 
with deliberate falsehood, and informing 
each that the allegation against the lady 
stenographer was as contemptible as it was 
false. This correspondence bas caused 
great excitement,

How the Train is Made Up and 
What It Contains—The Officers 
in Charge—Creditable Exhibit of 
Los Angeles County—Open to In- 
spection Today.

The State Board of Trade's Call- 
fornia on Wheels’’ reached this city 
yesterday morning, and was side- 
tracked at the Wolfskill depot. By 8 
o’clack people began to assemble 
around the train, and in a few minutes 
the sight-seers were crowding through 
the train at the rate of 1000 an hour.

EFFECTS OF THE RAIN. 


AND ABOUT PASADENA. 


The Thoroughfares Escape Serious 
Washoutse—A Thorough Inspec- 
tion Made—Following the Track 
of the Storm with the Strect Su- 
perintendent. 


The heavy and continuous rains of 
the past week, which wrought so much 
damage to roads and property in Los 
Angeles and surrounding towns, have 
proved much less disastrous in Pasa- 
dena. There was some talk in town 
yesterday morning of washouts in vari- 
ous parts of the borough, but few per- 
sons could state positively at what 
points the damage had been most 
serious. 
With a view to gaining all possible 
information on the subject a Tuns 
representative called upon J. W. Vore, 
Superintendent of Streets, and through 
the courtesy of that gentleman the re- 
rter accompanied him on a round of 
nspection of the streets yesterday 
afternoon. 

The reports of damage done were 
found to bave been much 
indeed, but little damage bad been 
done by the rain in auy part of town. 
Mr. Vore explained that this was due 
to the fact of the city’s gradual decline 
in a southerly direction, the southern 
borough limit being more than 200 
feet lower than the northern boundary. 
Then, again, he said, that while the 
rain had been continuous, it had not 
been especially heavy in Pasadena. at 
any time,and that less .water had 
fallen than was generally supposed. 

Colorado street, through the central 
part of town, is, of course,a mass of 
mud, rendering the progress of vehi- 
cles and street cars difficult and de- 
cidedly unpleasant. The paving of 
this street will sobn become an impera- 
tive necessity. 

Broad way, a short distance north of 
California street, is washed badly in 
places. The water has worn several 
deep furrows diagonally across the 
— which necessitate careful driving 
in order to prevent breaking an axle or 
spring.

tory within the borough limits, there 
is nothing noteworthy to record in the 
way of serious harm done to personal 
or property. 

A -heavy body of water is pouring 
through the Scoville dam, but a care- 
ful examination failed to develop an 
special damage to the important wor 
going on here. The entrance to the 
bridge was slightly washed and the 
upper trail a little worn, but, all in all, 
the damage was insignificant. The 
Arroyo drive is in fair condition, ex- 
cept back of F. K. Clark’s, where it 
needs repairs.
